How Carbondale Convicts Are Faring
in the Eastern Penitentiary.

A Carbondallan who returned home
a few days ago from o visit to Phila-
delphia, had exceptlonal courtesies and
privileges extended to him on a vigit
to the Eastern penitentiary, on Cherry
HIll. By virtue of a letter from Muayor
Ashbridge, of Phlladelphia, recelved
through another Carbondalian, . P.
O'Connor, whose office In select coun-
cll adjoing the mnyor's, the usually
hard and fast rules reapecting visiis
with prisoners were relaxed, By rea-
son of this, the Carbondallan alluded
to was given the lHberty of seelng and
chatting with all the conviets from
Carbondale and vicinity,

The most unfortunate is Kinney, the
Simpsor man who murderously shot
down hls wife on the Délaware and
iludson tracks north of here, three
vearg ago last July. Kinney s in a
bad way, physically.
